Before turning to the first item of the agenda, Mr 0 Barrett 
asked whether it would be possible to schedule an. evening meeting 
on Monday, November p 0 It was agreed, that a special evening meeting

With regard to item I, Mr c MacKnight made a brief report 
on the survey mission which is being sent to Germany at the 
request of 1-IIC0G to study and report on the current information 
and propaganda program in Germany o The survey team is composed 
of Dr c Hans Speier of RAND Corporation, Mr 0 Wallace Carroll and 
Mr o. Henry Kellerman of the State Department o Mr 0 MacKnight 
circulated copies of the instructions to the survey team c 

At the request of Mr 0 Barrett, Mr 0 MacKnight also reported 
briefly on a State Department team which is being sent to Korea 
to collect information and intelligence useful in current and 
future information programs in the Far East and material for use 
by the UN Commission,, He noted that Mr 0 Arthur Goodfriend, who 
is making a field survey of information methods and techniques 
in the Far East for the State Department has also been sent to 
Korea to advise on South East Asia requirements for propaganda 
material which might be supplied from Korea o 

With reference to Korea, General McClure suggested that a 
useful purpose might be served by a UN sponsored report on our 
treatment of North Korean prisoners of war in conformity with 
the Geneva Conference 0 Such a report might be undertaken by 
the international Red Cross or a neutral country like Swedeno 
Mr o Barrett agreed that this was a useful suggestion and should 
be explored further 0 
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Commenting on a report from Korea, Mr# Barrett suggested 
that Col 6 Bonnaker, Colo Young and Mr* Brad Connors meet 
together to review their findings and report on points which 
should be brought to the attention of the Board 0 It was agreed 
that this should be done* 

25X1A With respect to item II, I I reported briefly on 

documents relating to Japanese psychological warfare efforts in 
' the Par East in the last war* He noted that very little existed 

in the way of finished materials but that the following materials 
were available for research: (1) the records of the Ministry 
of Information of the Japanese Government, sxmh records currently 
being in Tokyo and under the control of General Willoughby . G-2* 
FECOM, (2) record maintained by FGC and subsequently FBID, 1 I 
of the monitored broadcasts of Japanese radio propaganda 25X1A 

beginning in 1941; (3) miscellaneous documents in governmental 
agencies in Washington and in non-governmental re search insti- 
tut ions In the United States* The Board approved I ~l

present organization function as effectively as possible and 
urg©d that members inform Mr© Stone of any matters which they 
wished to have placed on the agenda for discussion*
